$9000 CHRISTMAS GIFT 


For Red Deer Hospital from 
T. G. Sayre Estate 


The Red Deer Memorial Hospital re- 
ceived a handsome Christmas gift on 
Monday in the receipt of a cheque for 
$2000 from the estate of the late Thos. 
G. Sayre, of Newburg, New York. Mr. 
Sayre died in August, 1921, in his 86th 
year. He was never married, and he 
devoted most of his interest to the ad- 
vancement of good causes, local and 
otherwise, his chief sympathies being 
with prohibition and pure water sup- 
plies. He was a generous giver during 
his life, and at his death his estate was 
left to a large number of Methodist 
Episcopal, state and local societies and 
charities, among which was the Red 
Deer, Alberta, Hospital. Mrs. E. C. 
McLeod and family, Second St. South, 
of Red Deer, lived in Newburg for 
eight years and were friends of Mr. 
Sayre and his people, the late Miss 
Jennie McLeod being named after Mr. 
Sayre’s mother. When Mr. Sayre visit- 
ed Mrs. McLeod and family at Red 
Deer in 1913, he was much interested 
in the Hospital, and as a result left the 
$2000 in memory of the late Jennie Mc- 
Leod. 

While no plan has been outlined for 
the spending of the money, the Hos- 
pital being left free in that respect, it 
is expected that the Board, in consul- 
tation with Mrs. McLeod, will ear- 
mark the money for improvements to 
the Hospital building (and grounds. 
During 1923 the Hospital operating 
rooms have been re-painted and re- 
enamelled, and the second floor cor- 
ridors and stairways have been re- 
painted, with the first floor to be re- 
painted after New Year's.

Tens of thousands of caribou are 
trekking southwards through Yukon 
Territory for ‘the winter. Bands of 
them have passed through the out- 
skirts of Dawson City. For a hun- 
dred miles down, bands of caribou 
can be seen swimming the Yukon 
river and sometimes surrounding 
canoes and steamboats as they pass. 


Part of the 15,000 feet of moving 
pictures taken for the Dominion ar- 
chives by the Arctic expedition in 
charge of Captain Bernier, which 
has just returned from the northern 
regions, are to be shown in Quebec 
City shortly. They contain inter- 
esting incidents of the life of the 
Eskimo and typical scenes of the 
Northern land. 


Up to the end of June, 1923, ac- 
cording to E. W. Beatty, President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
the Company had disposed of 18,- 
194,737 acres of agricultural lands, 
for which an average price of $7.87 
per acre was received. During this 
period the Company had, by direct 
effort of its own, secured the settle- 
ment of over 100,000 farmers in 
Western Canada. - 


A splendid hunting year with a 
late open fall is reported from Brit- 
ish Columbia. A world’s record Os- 
born caribou was killed by D. W. 
Bell, of Williamsport, Pennsylvania. 
The length of the head was 65% 
inches, spread 55 inches and thirty- 
eight points. A party of three, of 
whom Bell was one, bagged nearly 
100 pieces. 


A total of 40 round voyages to the 
port of St. John, New Brunswick, 
constituting an increase of six over 
last winter’s figures, is announced 
by the Canadian Pacific in a newly 
issued schedule of operations for the 
winter port. The S.S. Montclare 
will be the first liner to leave St. 
John after the close of St. Lawrence 
navigation, sailing for Liverpool on 
December 7th. . 


Captain S. Robinson, R.N.R., the 
hero of the Japanese disaster, who 
commanded the Empress of Aus- 
tralia when that ship was in Yoko- 
hama harbor at the time of the 
earthquake, has been fittingly hon- 
ored by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. He is to command the com- 
pany’s steamship, the Empress of 
Canada, when the ship leaves New 
York, January 30th, on a world 
cruise. 


The most spectacular nugget 
brought to town in many years 
arrived in Cobalt, Ont., recently, and 
the camp’s oldtimers gathered round, 
admiring the huge mass. The nug- 
get weighs approximately 8,200 
pounds, is estimated to run fully 75 
per cent silver and is worth over 
$20,000, according to the estimate of 
the owner, Angel Clemens, a New 
Liskeard carpenter. 


_ he Royal Canadian Naval Re- 
serve, of 500 officers and men, is 
now being organized, and it is ex- 
pected that selection of officers will 
be completed early in November.

A letter from the Dep- 
uty Minister, under date Nov, 27th, 
stated that the Attorney-General’s

LARSEN V LARSEN 


A Supreme Court case was, by con- 
sent of both parties, tried before Judge 
Mahaffy at Red Deer on December 19 
and 20. Mr. John D, Larsen and Mrs. 
Larsen sued the Larsen Mercantile Co. 
of Blackfalds, and Mr. Ludwig Larsen, 
the brother, for moneys alleged owing 
to the former by the latter. The plain- 
tiffs formerly lived at Ronan, Montana, 
and they came to Blackfalds in May, 
1921, where Mr. J. D. Larsen took the 
management of the former Sorenson 
general store, which had been pur- 
chased by Mr. L. Larsen. The arrange- 
ments between the brothers were not 
very definite, and the auditor found the 
books as between the parties not kept 
in very good shape. Mr. L. Larsen be- 
came dissatisfied with the conduct of 
the business, and the arrangements 
between the brothers ceased in Aug- 
ust, 1923. There appeared to be three 
main points. Was the $2000 given by 
Ludwig to J. D. in May, 1921, a loan or 
a gift—plaintiff said it was a gift, de- 
fendant that it was a loan. Was J. D. 
to share with Ludwig in the gains and 
losses of the business, as Ludwig 
claimed, or was he employed as man- 
ager and to be so paid by Ludwig, as 
plaintiff claimed? If he was employed 
as manager, at what rate should he be 
paid? Payments of $1000 and $500 by 
John D. to the Mercantile Co. and Lud- 
wig inclined the Judge to the opinion 
that the $2000 was intended as a loan, 
not as a gift, but he found that John 
D. was mannger and not a partner in 
the business, and fixed the remuner- 
atton of plaintiffs at $125 a month and 
free house, instead of the $175 a month 
and free house, as claimed. This gave

| Fighting the Storm

N certain portions of Canada and the United States, the successful 
and regular movement of trains during the winter months often 
deperds upon the use of special equipinent, the purpose of which is to 
remove snow and ice from the tracks, and from the direct right of way. 
As a matter of fact, no railroad in Canada or in the northern parts of 
the United States could hope to operate without a complement of snow= 
fighting equipment. 

In a study of snow-fighting equipment it is interesting to note that 
its development is very lurgely due to Canadians and to Canadian raile. 
ways, although snow co‘iditiuns in Canada are no more severe than those 
met with on roads passing over the Rocky or Cascade Mountains in 
the United States. or through the border States The principal types 
of snow-fightiig equipment may be gererally classified as engine and 
pilot plows, which are attached to the engine front or pilot, push plows, 
self-contained units mounted on trucks and pushed by a locomotive, wing 
plows, spreader plows, machine plows which includes the rotary machine, 
flangers, ice cutters and snuw sweepers 

As far as ean be ascertained, the first snow plow ever built was 
of the push plow type As this plow derailed frequently, an endeavor 
was made to take advantuge of the weight of the locomotive, and thus 
the engine plow was evolved ; 

The present rotary plow used on roads, which have to fight deep 
drifts. snow slides or other conditions beyond the capacity of push plows, 
is the most effective instrument that has been developed for that pure 
pose These plows can work their way through deep cuts and slides 
where it would be impossible for any other type of plow to lift the snow 
and, in addition. can throw the snow clear of the track. Seen in action, 
these plows present a rather picturesque appearance when viewed from 
the front The rotary plow, as now used, ts a development of a revolving 
snow shovel, patented in 1869 by Mr. J W Biliott, a dentist, of Toronto 
Ort This elementary device was modified by Orange Jull, of Orange= 
ville Ontario, and the Jull rotary was taken up by the Leslie Brothers, 
also of Orangeville. who constructed a full-sized model which was tried 
out in the Parkdale yards of the Canadian Pacific in 1884. The success 
of this trial led the Leslie Brothers to hive made for them a complete 
plow which was tried out by the Union Pacific Railroad during the wine 
ter uf 1886-87 This plow was the forerurner of the modern rotary. 

For many vears the Canadian Pacific Railway haa constructed its 
plows of steel It was the first railway to build and use an all-steel 
plow, and the service given by this type has been mainly responsible 
for the all-vear communication between eastern and western Canada the

To this class 
belong resolutions to spring smartly 
and cheerfully out of bed at a fixed 
hour every morning, or to say “Tut, 
tut” and “Dear, dear’ when we are 
annoyed instead of some stronger and 
less printable expression. 

‘Such resolutions are admirable 
enough, but they belong to the type of 
barrack square discipline which it is 
simply human nature to rebel against. 

Supposing we try another type of 
resolution, less minutely harassing 
but more generally helpful. Suppose 
we try to forget the failures and “dis- 
appointments of the first year and 
remember only its successes and en- 
couragements. Suppose we forget 
the slights and injuries we may have 
received, and remember only the 
kindly words and the friendly help. 
Suppose we forget the anxieties and 
the struggles and remember only the 
peace and safety. In a word, suppose 
we forget the bad and remember the 
good. Is it not possible that we shall 
find such a resolution fairly easy to 
keep, and of real help to us in the new 
year. May we not go on with our work

There js a notable activity in pro 
vincial politics of late. The Farmers’ 
Party is making statements in defence 
of their conduct of the government. 
Liberals and Conservatives are hold- 
ing rallies and reorganization meet- 
ings. All alike think that the time has 
.ome to make ready for the next elec- 
tion, even though that may be a con- 
siderable way off. They are sowing 
the seed, which they hope will in due 
season ripen into the harvest of office. 

hat are they sowing, these poli- 
ticians of ours? What particular crop 
does each group favour? It is not 
very easy to answer such a question. 
At the last election the Farmers Par- 
ty professed to be sowing the good 
seed of economy, temperance, and 
agricultural prosperity, and, lo! there 
have sprung up mainly the tares of 
‘added expenditure, prohibition excess- 


| enemy has done this? Liberals 4nd 
‘Conservatives point to this poor out- 
come of what seemed to be a promis- 
;ing experiment, and proclaim aloud 
that the tenants of the fair farm of 
governmental power should be ejected 
and replaced ‘by others more capable 
of cultivating it successfully. If the 
present terants are so ejected, what 
remedial measures will their succes- 
sors introduce? Unless the seed 
which they have in hand consists of 
something better than vague aspira- 
tions and flowery metaphors, the crop 
is likely to be a somewhat barren one. 
People may realise that the Farmers’ 
Government has more or less failed 
under the difficult conditions in which 
it has held office, and yet they may 
ask rather doubtfully if either of the 
other parties would have done much 
better. 

If one reads or listens with an 
open mind to the speechesammade at re- 
cent meetings, it is difficult not to 
realize with profound disappointment 
the note of narrow selfishness that 
pervades them. They all profess de- 


votion to economy, efficiency, honesty,' than honourable failure.

BRITISH AS COMPARED WITH 
AMERICAN SCHOOLS 


In the course of the recent general 
election campaign in Grest Britain, 


| Mr. Baldwin, the Prime Minister, made 


a statement which will probably cause 
a certain amount of discussion outside 
of Britain. That statement was that 
he believed that British education 
Bave ‘better results than American 
education. It is quite impossible to 
say definitely whether such a_ state- 
ment is true or not. To some extent 
it is a matter of individual opinion 
rather than hard and fast fact. No 
doubt American educationists will 
vigorously dispute it. The question 
is of great interest to us in Canada, 
for it is impossible for our education- 
al system to be uninfluenced by the 
ideas and practice prevailing in Great 
Britain and the United States. Natur- 
ally as members of the Empire our 
association with Great Britain is 
and should be much the stronger one. 
The system of exchanging teachers 
within the Ex.pire is an excellent one, 
making for a wider outlook, a greater 
j range of ideas, and first-hand know- 
‘ledge on the part of these teachers, as 
I well as a common understanding of 
| teaching methods. From these things 
their pupils should certainly benefit. 

So far as it is possible to estimate 
‘the difference between British and 
| American education, it seems that that 
| difference is chiefly a matter of the 
| spirit inspiring the two systems. In 
America the accent is chiefly laid on 
material things, the acquisition of the 
greatest possible volume of knowledge 
of facts, and the turning of that know- 
ledge to material advantage. In Great 
Britain, even in this age of science 
;and technical specialisation, the spirit 
| of classical education still survives 
‘and exerts a powerful, though perhaps 
'a diminishing influence. That class- 
ical spirit laid the emphasis on the 
than 
the attainment of material success. 
Its survival through the ages of relig- 
‘fous and moral controversies into the 
present scientific age, and its slow- 
, ness in realising the necessity of ad- 
; apting itself so as to equip its pupils 
‘with the new knowledge as well as 
with the old character, has led to Brit- 
ish schools, especially the older ones, 
being charged with unpractical meth- 
ods. The charge had an element of 
truth in it, and of late years steps have 
been taken to remedy matters. On 
the other hand there are thinking 
Americans who are realising the dan- 
ger of the American method. An 
educational system which lays all its 
emphasis on material success inevit- 
ably tends to the creation of the gen- 
eral belief that such success alone 
matters, and the method of its attain- 
ment is of no importance. From such 
a belief comes the introduction into 
later life of business methods which 
ignore all considerations except suc: 
cess, forgetting that success attained 
by unwholesome methods is in reality 
far more deadly in its ultimate result 
The belief 
in the short cut to success leads also 
to superficiality and shams, to pre- 
tentious school buildings housing only 
shallow ignorance, to  pompously 
worded diplomas and degrees covering 
only crude charalatanism. A nation 
whose educational system is thus fat- 
ally flawed becomes sooner or later a 
nation rotten to the core, its civiliza- 
tion a mere fraudulent sham. China 
is a nation which has for centuries 
paid homage to the name of education, 
where the system of scholastic exam- 
inations is held in superstitious rever- 
ence. Yet because the true spirit of

WHEAT FOR MILK COWS 


A. G. Moore, Dominion dairy pro- 
moter for the province, has been mak- 
ing some investigations as to the 
value of wheat as a feed for dairy 
cows and also the advisability of 
feeding it to cows. He finds that 
where alfalfa hay or clover thay is 
used, low grade wheat may, if neces- 
sary, make up a major portion of the 
grain ration with safety.. Where other 
kinds of hay are fed, it is not hest in 
my opinion to allow wheat to make up 


more than one-third of the = grain 
ration. I believe it can be fed more |! 
satisfactorily where silage is being 


fed than when the roughage is mostly 
dry hay. 

As to the cost in proportion to the 
nourishment the cow gets from the 
wheat, I find that with low grade wheat 
at 40 cents per bushel, ‘barley at 30 
cents per bushel, and oats at 20 cents 
per bushel, the wheat and barley fnr- 
nizh food value at approximately the 
same price and about one-sixth higher 
cost than oats. 

The food cost of wheat and barley 
is from one-half to two-thirds of the 
eost of ‘bran or oil cake meal; but it 
has been proved that cows which are 
getting oats, wheat and oats, barley 
and oats, or wheat, oats and barley 
will not do as well in milk production 
as when the grain ration contains oil 
meal or bran or both. However. as 
bran is worth $22.00 per ton in Alber- 
ta and oll cake meal is $55.00 per ton, 


I. do not \think it would be good busi-- 


quarter to one-third bran or about 
one-sixth oil cake meal in the grain 
ration. 

However, the old rule of feeding 
about one pound of grain for every 
three to three and one-half pounds of 
milk 1s a good one to remember. 


NOTES ON DAIRY INDUS- 
TRY OF ALBERTA, 1923 


| 


By Prof. Parker, University of 
Alberta 

The dairy.industry of Alberta is 

making steady progress. The dairy 


factories manufacture into cheese and 
butter the surplus milk and cream 
produced by 40,000 farmers in an an- 
nually increasing volume. 

There are 74 creameries in opera- 
tion this year, and it is estimated that 
they will have a combined output of 
18,000,000 pounds of butter as com- 
pared with 15,417,070 pounds manu- 
factured by the 54 creameries operat- 
ing last year; 68 percent. of this but- 
ter was made north and 32 percent. 
south of Red Deer. 

Cheese Factories 

The 14 cheese factories that are 
now running will, it is estimated, pro- 
duce 1,500,000 pounds. of cheese as 
compared with the 931,992 pounds 
turned out by a simflar number of 
plants last year. This will mean an 
increase of over 50 percent. in the 
cheese output. 

Creamery Butter 

A large quantity of creamery but- 
ter has been exported from the Prov- 
ince this year, to markets in other 
provinces, to points in the United 
States, China, Japan and Great Brit- 
ain. It is worthy of note here that a 
shipment of 2,600 boxes of Alberta 
creamery butter was forwarded in 
September to Great Britain via the 
Panama Canal. . 

Referring generally to this year's 
markets for dairy products, it may be 
stated that there has been a free, ac- 


tive morket throughout the season, 
and while the prices realized for 
dairy products have been slightly 


lower than those of last year, they 
have still been considerably above 
the pre-war level. 


FIELDING NEVER 
WILL BE ABLE TO 
RETURN TO WORK 


Ottawa Believes Finance Minister Is 
Definitely Out of Politics 


Ottawa, December 27.—Although 
the Rt. Hon. W. 8S. Flelding’s condi- 
tion is reported to be improving slow- 
ly, it seems to be accepted as a fact 
in government as well as in personal 
circles that the finance minister will 
not be able to return to the exacting 
responsibilities of his department 
even in the event of his recovery. 
If Mr. Fielding survives, the time of 
hic retirement will be left to himself, 
and there will be no hurried action. 
Nevertheless, {t is common talk here 
that the minister will not be in any 
position to resume official or political 
activities. 

When Mr. Fielding goes out the 
question of succession will arise and 
this already promises t o introduce 
the question of east and west. In the 
past the finance minister has always 
come out of the east. It is a portfolio 
that eastern interests and public men 
alike will not be disposed to relinquish 
readily. On the other hand, the Lib- 
eral party is looking to the west for 
support, and it is figured out by some 
of their strategists that their chances 
would be improved if the selection 
were made from out of that territory. 
This would suggest a fiscal policy par- 
tially at least in keeping with west- 
ern tenents. A man for the job might 
he fonnd in provincial if not the fed- 
eral field. 

The matter will not reach a head 
for some time yet, but politicians look 
to the future and the question of the 
norticnlar territory from which Mr. 
Fielding’s ultimate successor will 
come {is already a subject of consider- 
able speculation.

A BUSY FARMER 


The lack of judgment of our present 
(Hay Seed Government scems always 
to the fore. This summer they refus-

This, we under- 
stand, was agreed to. Since then the 
quality of the grain around Forshee 
has greatly improved and now grades 
equally well with Bentley and Rimbey 
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I believe it is the ‘belief of the

The 
other day I read an article by a 
scientific Johnnie in which he proved 
from a series of experiments that the 
lowly worm has brains, but they are 
situated in its stomach. After reading 
this articleT was pressed with the 
thought that even if they are situated 
in his stomach, the worm is ahead of 
our so-called farmer legislators, for 
anyway he has brains. 

At the time of the last election the 
U.F.A. stalwarts told us how splendid- 
ly everything would work. Each | 
member elect has tq give a signed 
resignation to his constituents so that 
at any time the member could be com- 
‘pelled to quit did he not toe the U. F, 
A. mark. What has happened? Why 
are the U.F.A. legislators allowed to 
run wild at Edmonton and make the 
farmer the goat for everything? Does 
the recall business not work, or do the 
stalwarts approve of the horrible 
mess being made of the farmer and 
his ‘business by their representatives? 

Just to give one illustration of how 
our legislators are out to get the far- 
mer ‘and make him the one and only 
goat, toshow how the farmers’ friends 
and saviours are legislating to put 
him out of business, we will instance 
two residents of Alberta, Messrs. A. 
and B. A. came to this province some 
twelve or thirteen years ago and took 
up a homestead. He had a wife and 
young family, but no money. After 
four strenuous years, working out and 
hiring his improvements done, he is 
able to prove up and gets his patent. 
The next step is to raise as big a 
mortgage as possible to buy horses 
and equipment to work the farm. By 
hard work and frugality he is able to 
keep his family decently and pay the 
interest on his mortgage. At the end 
of five years he has his mortgage re- 
newed to enable him to nut more 
stock on his farm. His mortgige now 
is some two years from failing due. 
The stock that cost him on an average 
$50 a head are now worth about $15. 


poorly for some time, and the doctor 
orders him to the hospital, whavre he 
can get proper attention, etc. After 
getting the necessary papers ‘igned 
by the Municipal Councillor, A. {3 ad- 
mitted to the hospital and detained 
there for six months, running up a 
bill at $4.00 a day. He is discharged 
eventually owing a hospital and medi- 
cal bill of round $2.000. 

“Well,” says A., “I have a mortgage 
on my farm, the value of my stock has 
depreciated 75 percent., and the dol- 
lar a bushel wheat T sowed last spring 
is now selling for 50 cents. However, 
I will tackle the job, and in the course 
of the next two years [I hope with 
God's help to clear up this mess." He 
js shortly brought up all standing when 
he finds he has fallen, not into the 
hands of the Almighty, but into that 
of the farmers’ friend and saviour, the 
farm legislator at Edmonton. Through 
the agency of laws passed ‘by these 
gentry he is presented with his hos- 
pital and medical bill. When he inti- 
mates that at present he cannot pay 
his bill, he is served with a _ caveat 
against his land, and, at the end of a 
year, the bill still being unpaid, the 
government issues a new title for the 
land vested in the municipality, and 
A. is turned adrift. How do the peo- 
ple fare who financed his mortgage? 
They are like the bull’s tail—away at 
the hind end—and when the door 
shuts they are left outside in the cold. 

Now brother B. is a happy-go-lucky 
day labourer. He works here. there 
and everywhere as the necessity or 
the notion takes him. ‘He {sn’t par- 
ticular as long as he has a grub stake 
and a few dollars to spend. He also 
falls ill, and the doctor sends him to 
the hospital. When he comes out do 
they issue a caveat against his land? 
Well, no; he hasn't any. So he walks 
off, free to go to Montana or B.C. if he 
so desires. Not only is Mr. Farmer 
soaked for his bill, but before he can 
get into the hospital he must get per- 
mission from the municipality. On 
the other hand, the casual worker who 
has no stake in the country, needs no 
permission; the medico simply sends 
him. If any reader of The News who 
owns farm land doesn’t believe this, 
let him try to negotiate a loan on his 
farm holdings. 
will tell him nix: that under existing 
legislation passed by the U.F.A. legis- 
lators, farm land, instead of ‘being the 
best security, Is now no security at all. 
and cannot become sick, But no one 
can guarantee that the owner of land 
will not become so. This is only one 
sample of the many acts passed that 
saddle everything on the farmer, and 
if reports are true, more are pending. 
If you have a friend a lawyer go ask 
him if this isn’t so. 
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Yes, I am sure our farmer legislat- 
ors are not as well equipped as_ the 
lowly earth worm: he has brains and 
they are situated In his stomach. 

The farmer may have to endure 
great physical labour at his calling, 
but he is saved a great deal of brain 
strain. Think of the worry ‘that ‘will 
goon assail the wealthy city man as he 
tackles the job of making out his 
income returns and hunts up exemp- 
tions, etc., to lessen the total on which 
he will be mulched for taxes. With

nual Meetings 


The annual meeting of the Red Deer 
District U.F.A. was held at the City 
Hall on Saturday afternoon. Mr. R. 
Pye was chairman, with Mr, R. Patter- 
son secretary. There were also pre-

School Matters 

Mr. Wallace had been informed by 
the Minister of Education that the 
Progressive members had turned down 
a school amendment passed by the 
Trustees’ convention and which had 
been endorsed by this District Associa- 
tion. Mr. Wallace did not know 
whether it was worth while to send in. 
resolutions if they were turned down. 

Mr. Smith had no recollection of the 
matter coming before the members. 

Mr. Wallace explained the case. 
of their Springvale farmers was paying 
$170 each year in Red Deer city taxes, 
while the Springvale school district 
had to pay $30 a year for Red Deer 
High School tuition for that man's 
child. They wanted the law amended 
so that “rutepayers" would be in the 
same position as “residents” under the 
Act. Mr. Wallace modified his amend— 
ment so that the ratepayers must pay 
city school taxes up to $30 to obtain 
the High School tuition. Mr. Bower, 
Mr. Wallace and others discussed the 
amendment. The position of the renter 
with children on the city property with 
the owner a farmer, with children of 
High School age; the cost of city 
school education—$80 a pupil—and 
other points were brought out. 

Mr. A. D. Oldford got the informa- 
tion that the anomalies and injustices 
of assesement and taxation ina school 
district, due to its being in two muni- 
cipal districts with different assess- 
ments, could be dealt with by incor- 
porating the school district as & village 
school district for purposes of assess- 


ment. 
Flour Mill 

Mr. Wallace, while in Stettler, had 
talked over the flour mill situation with 
a farmer who came 40 miles to Stettler 
with his wheat, to take it back as 
flour. There were flour mills at Castor, 
at Stettler, at Lacombe, at Eckville, 
and he wanted to sce one at Red Deer. 
The Industrial committee had got a lot 
of information about flour mills. 

A number of those present gave their 
experience with these mills, which was 
uniformly favorable, the flour being of 
good quality even if a shade off color 
from the pure white. Mr. Bower had 
his doubts whether the wheat in this 
district was as well suited for house- 
hold fiour as that in the more open 
country, where it mostly graded No. 1 
Northern. The matter was again re- 
ferred to the Industrial committee, 
which will see whether a mill cannot 
be worked out in this district. Mr. 
Patterson paid high tribute to the 
loyalty of the Finns to the Eckville 
mill: they would bring in rye, if they 
had not wheat, to be ground for flour.

BRUNSWICK 


Second Defeat in Few Weeks Leaves 
the King Government With a Minority 
of Four 


Richibucto, N.B., December 21.— 
Alexandre Doucette, Conservative, 
yesterday was returned by the elec- 
tors.of Kent county to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of A. T. Leger, 
Liberal, defeating his Liberal oppon’ 
ent, Alfred Bourgeois, by 200 votes. 
Doucette’s victory involved the over- 
coming of an adverse majority of 
1,530, a change-over in all of approxi- 
mateiy 1,700 votes in a total vote of 
7,500. While Doucette led throughout 
on the returns as they were received, 
the issue was in doubt until the last 
The missing poll, Lake Stream, gave 
Doucette a majority of one with a 
total vote of 10 in the election of 1921. 
Ascribes Victory to Dissatisfaction 
Richibucto, N.B., December 21.—In 
a statement given to the Canadian 
Press discussing the result, Alexandre 
Doucette, the successful candidate, 

said: 

“T ascribe my victory to the dis- 
satisfaction among the people over 
the management of the Canadian Na- 
tional railways and the sacrificing of 
maritime interests in very many in- 
stances. Moreover, the people of the 
country resented the hordes of cam- 
paigners brought down from Ontario 
and Quebec to tell them how they 
should vote. Their harking back to 
the conscription issue, settled during 
the war. and their constant references 
to the Laurier regime. served to hin- 
der rather than help their cause in my 
judgment. The invasion of the county 
bv Premier P. J. Veniot. with the 
consequent Introduction of provincial 
iseues, did more good than harm_ to 
our cause, and the result showed how 
strong is the present provincial 44- 
ministration in the estimation of the 
electors of the country. In a word. 
the result demonstrated that Kent 
county could not be bought.” 

Alfred Bourgeois. the defeated caa- 
fiate, said he preferred not to give 
out a statement.

THE NEW LIQUTR BILL 


A statement covering the general 
lines of the new liquor bill to be sub- 
mitted by the government, was issued 
Friday afternoon by Premier Green- 
field." The statement is as follows: 

The liquor bill which the govern- 
ment will as a result of the plebiscite 
of November 5th, submit for the con- 
sideration of the legislature, will in 
its general principles follow the recom- 
mendation of the moderation league 
but with some modification. It will 
provide for: 


(1) The establishment of a board 
to be known as the Alberta liquor 
control board with a maximum of 
three members, one to be the chair- 
man who will be vested with very-wide 
powers in the administration of the 
act. 

(2) The sale of wines and spirits 
in sealed packages on _ permits at 
such places as the board may desig- 
nate in quantities limited by regula- 
tions of the board, all wines and spir- 
its to be sold only by the board 
through properly appointed vendors 
for consumption in private residences 
only. 

(3) Permits to be {ssued by board 
and all Hquors including beer to be! 
sold only to holders of permits. Full 
powers of cancellation to be granted to 
the board without appeal. | 

(4) Beer to be sold in sealed pack- 
ages for consumption in residences to 
holders of permits; detail of such sale 
and delivery to residents to be regulat- 
ed by order of Board. 


glass for consumption on the premises 
limited to premises specially licensed 
for that purpose, such premises con- 
sisting of a room conforming to strict 
regulations of the Board. No such 
licenses to be granted to restaurants 
nor to dining rooms of hotels. 

Wide powers will be given the 
Board in granting and cancelling 
such licenses. ! 

(6) Local option: The location of 
vendors’ stores and the granting of 
licenses to premises for the sale of 
beer for consumption on the premises 
as per clause 5 to be subject to certain 
local option provisions. | 

(7) Clubs. Bonafide clubs as defin- 
ed by the Act ‘will be permitted to sell 
beer to members subject to regulation 
by the Board. 

Commenting on the meeting of the 
government members, which conclud- 
ed Thurday afternoon, the Premier 
said the meeting was not called solely 
for the purpose of discussing the new 
liquor legislation. 

In discussing the legislation, no 
draft Act was submitted to the mem- 
bers, butan effort was made to ascer- 
tain through those present the opinion 
in rural districts on the most impor- 
tant questions involved, principally 
the extent to which beer should be 
sold for consumption in licensed , 
premises.
